It is 
actually defined as establishing some 
permanency in a place, ie. a campsite 
647 (c): public intoxication. This statute 
requires that a person be too incapacitated to 
care for him/her self (a step beyond obviously, 
totally wasted) in order that that person be 
arrested. 

647 (c): Blocking the sidewalk. You must show 
malice for this to be illegal; you must be 
deliberately blocking someone. Generally, you 
must refuse police orders to get out of the 
way to be arrested. 

120-1: Aggressive panhandling. This crime 
requires a victim: For panhandling to be 
aggressive the panhandler must approach the 
panhandlee and be persistent, or use abusive 
or threatening language. 

3.12 & 3.13 Park Code. Sleeping in parks 
from 10 pm - 6 am. No one can be arrested or 
evicted for sleeping during the day.

With these words, Governor Pete Wilson 
showed his murderous scorn for thousands 
and thousands of Californians when his veto 
killed a bill that should have legalized pilot 
needle exchange programs in California. 
Wilson vetoed the same bill last year, saying 
that he needed more conclusive evidence that 
needle exchange works. Now, on the heels of 
an authoritative Center for Disease Control 
report (9/23) proving the effectiveness of 
needle exchange in preventing HIV 
transmission, one thing is very clear: Pete 
Wilson knows needle exchange works, and he 
knows that without it, people are going to keep 
dying, people who are generally poor, of color, 
and without established political power. And 
does Wilson care? Obviously not. What a 
cold motherfucker. 

HIV infection among intravenous dmg users 
(IVDU’s) in the East Bay, for example, is 
becoming a horror story, 40 percent of IVDU's 
in Richmond are HIV positive, 30 percent in 
west Oakland, and rising. Right now, 
Richmond has no needle exchange sites;

On Friday Oct. 29, there will 
be a state-wide demo, called by ACT-UP, 
where needle exchange activists and users 
from all over the state will converge upon the 
capitol, armed with bucketful’s of contaminated 
needles, and do some major damage to Pete 
Wilson’s cold-killer peace of mind.

ANALYSIS BREAKDOWN 

Most of the points made in the article on 
patriarchy ("Breaking Down Patriarchy", Summer 
issue) were right on the mark. Three of them, 
however, were deeply problematic. 

The first one talks of "the absence of female 
energy in a male." If you are referring to 
nurturing, tenderness and the like, you are 
actually accepting the very ground rules of 
patriarchy, whose definition of "man" precludes 
these qualities. Calling such qualities "female" 
energy hardly amounts to a supercession of the 
present ground rules. Perhaps greater precision 
is in order. 

Further down, Wombman states the 
"patriarchy is the exertion of male presence over 
the female when she is in any way intimidated by 
that presence." (emphasis mine) Male intimidation 
is without a doubt one of the worst aspects of 
patriarchy. But the statement as worded is so 
vague and all-encompassing as to be easily 
misconstrued. Can it mean that if a woman is 
intimidated by the presence of men in a friend's 
house she's visiting, she has the right to demand 
that all men leave the house? Or that a woman 
has a right to demand that men not walk on the

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HOMES NOT JAILS

Homes Not Jails takes over vacant housing, 
using two tactics, covert squatting and public 
action. Since Homes Not Jails was founded in 
November 1992, the group has taken about 
100 buildings covertly. About 10 of these are 
considered successes because they lasted six 
weeks or longer. 

Only covert squatting can create a squat, 
but public actions can provide effective 
support in the struggle for a squat. Recently 
837 Hayes Street, a former squat, was put up 
for auction by the FDIC which owns the 
building. Two members of Homes Not Jails 
bicycled to Pleasanton where the auction was 
being held, distributed fliers to prospective 
buyers warning them that the sale of 837 
Hayes Street is illegal under the McKinney 
Act, announced that Homes Not Jails had 
seized the building, and finally put in a bid of 
"one dollar plus justice." No one else bid. 

The McKinney Act requires that unused and 
underutilized federal property be used for the 
homeless. Federal agencies like the FDIC, and 
the Department of Justice in the case of the 
1211 Polk Street building, claim to be 
"exempt" from the Act. They deny that they 
are land-holding agencies. Homes Not Jails 
member Ted Gullicksen points out that the 
government has only two properties listed as 
eligible under the McKinney Act -- both are 
(undesignated) toxic waste dumps. 

Although Homes Not Jails has been referred 
to as an anarchist group (to the annoyance of 
non-anarchist members), it has taken some 


work to transform the group from a male- and 
heterosexual- dominated group to one which 
Queer women members are satisfied is 
functional and supportive. 

When I was arrested with nine other Homes 
Not Jails members during the August 24 
public takeover of 1211 Polk Street, we 
women had plenty of time (over 48 hours) in 
which to talk politics. One woman brought up 
her frustration with Homes Not Jails being 
spoken of as an anarchist group, pointing out 
that the squat movement cannot limit itself by 
allowing sectarianism. 

Gender politics were also discussed. Women 
had been marginalized at meetings; then at one 
meeting a woman requested that the meeting 
be chaired by a woman. She was asked to chair 
that meeting; subsequently women have spoken 
more and taken a more active part in decision¬ 
making. _ 

When I interviewed Anne Mattis, a member 
of Homes Not Jails, she noted that the Queer¬ 
consciousness of the Red Balloon squat has 
also helped to radicalize Homes Not Jails. 
Many of the members of the squat (at 1211 
Polk Street) and their supporters were 
Queer. The energy of the squat affected 
Homes Not Jails, bringing more Queers into 
the group and providing the support for older 
members to come out.

When I was transferred to the U.S. 
penitentiary in Marion, Illinois in December, 
1989, Panama was being invaded by U.S. 
politicians and military leaders an awesome 
display of American firepower designed to 
impose its will on yet another Central American 
nation. Weapons systems from land, sea, and 
air were utilized, along with the basic M16 to 
kill whoever stood in the line of fire. Whether 
technologically advanced or as simple as a 
grenade, this war material is made in the 
U.S.A.--some of it by federal prisoners. 

The Federal Prison Industries, Inc. 
(UNICOR) is one of the manufacturers that 
supplies military equipment to the bloated U.S. 
war machine. UNICOR has served this 
function since 1934 under contract to the War 
Department, now known euphemistically as the 
Department of Defense. The Federal Bureau 
of Prisons (BoP) boasts that the slave labor of 
prisoners, under hazardous conditions, and at 
an entry level wage of 23 cents an hour has 
and continues to make significant contributions 
towards supplying the military’s needs.

It also 
boasts of using UNICOR to control prisoners 
within its vastly overcrowded system. 

UNICOR’s military production ranges from 
TOW and other missile cables, munitions 
components, communications equipment, 
bomb parts, engine overhauls, uniform 
sewing, etc. In its brochures, the BoP proudly 
displays photographs of prisoners working 
hard producing this material. As a Viet Nam 
veteran, I was particularly struck by a photo of 
Federal prisoners producing equipment 
destined for Viet Nam.

Being contracted to the War Department 
means supplying more than just U.S. forces. It 
means that this military equipment is rerouted 
by the U.S. to its client states--from Israel to 
lndonesia--and into the hands of the world’s 
most degenerate and bloodthirsty regimes. In 
cases like El Salvador, the supplies were used 
to kill their own people. UNICOR’s military 
production is part of an extensive pipeline that 
feeds the world’s largest weapon exporter. 

USP-Marion is a Control Unit prison where 
abuse of prisoners is well documented by 
Amnesty International, Human Rights Watch, 
Congressional committee hearings, and other 
sources. In the never ending lockdown there is 
little to engage the intellect, an abysmal lack of 
stimulation and recreation, and no work with 
which to labor. With one exception. The 
prison administration has designed a scheme 
whereby prisoners deemed suitable must enter

Rather 
overstated from a bureaucratic windbag, but 
the fact remains that Marion is repression 
personified in a social experiment. Any 
outward indication that a prisoner does not 
conform to Marion’s dictates and he is 
condemned to incessant isolation. For the 
transgressor there will be no relief-no step 
closer to personal freedom; no embrace of 
family and loved ones; no access to expanded 
work, education, or recreational opportunities; 
no shot at parole. Added to the burden is the 
public’s indifference and the response of the 
liberal left, who view prisoners with contempt 
and political prisoners with hostility.

The rototiller 
was hitting rocks, so we had to dig them all 
out. It took six people to carry one giant slab 
of concrete. 

Once the ground was broken we scattered 
manure, laboriously double dug four beds, 
planted, watered, and spread straw to retain 
the precious moisture. I did more gardening 
that day then I have done in my entire life. 
Suddenly gardening becomes more interesting 
when there might be cops against it. 

All kinds of people worked: the majority 
were homeless or students, but there were a 
few others. David, a Latin American history 
professor at UCSC dropped off some tiny 
basil and com plants but said he could not dig 
because he sprained his back while weeding his 
own garden the previous day.

STREETS AGAIN?

In the apartment building or in 
the neighborhood-well, we have to live 
somewhere, and our income determines where 
and with whom. In the movies, bar, or the club, 
we’re there for entertainment, and the others 
more often than not are just our fellow- 
spetators and fellow-consumers.

Two similar 
Regulations, passed recently in Norway and 
Sweden, have radically changed Sweden’s good 
climate for alternative medicine and have made 
a $5 bottle of vitamins cost $45 in Norway. 
Big business and the pharmaceutical companies 
wanted profits from people’s growing faith in 
alternative healing methods. 

Don’t believe that the FDA is acting in the 
interests of protecting the American people. 
If the FDA were really so concerned about your 
health that they would take from the shelves 
vitamin C so you can’t overdose yourself; you’d 
think they’d also consider testing and labeling 
of bio-genetically engineered foods. But no, 
they’re willing to release these products with 
totally unpredictable consequences on the 
American public as a huge guinea pig testing 
ground that might very well make a large 
market of future “health consumers”. 

Choice in health care is critical to freedom. 
If you still believe in the US political process 
there is a bill (SB 784 and HR 1709) in 
congress that would guarantee public access 
to herbs, vitamins, supplements and 
information about them. Write your reps and 
give ‘urn an earful!. —*

Men, have you ever had a womyn in 
authority over you stare continuously at your 
crotch (instead of your eyes) and slyly try to 
grab your ass while you were trying to speak 
about something very important to you? Your 
grade, your salary, your proposal for a political 
event? And if so, has this happened more than 
once? Is this a noimal event in your life? I think 
not. 

Some men have asserted that anti-porn 
wimmin just need to relax a little and have some 
fun. A letter in Love and Rage Vol 3 No 4 
concludes with, "Yahoos: Get loose and join the 
real world - you've got nothing to lose but your 
scowls!" Unfortunately in the "real world" 
wimmin do have a little more to lose. I have been 
violently punished for asserting my sexual 
desire. I have been raped several times. This

But I 
also support wimmin who burn pom out of 
their desire to be free from violence. Being 
pro-sex is not the same as being pro-pom. 

I know many men who try to honor the 
personhood of wimmin.

When I used to live in San Francisco, 
worked for a few months as a topless dancer. I 
experienced a lot, both good and bad, but I 
think the most positive and most profound was 
how it opened up my sexuality. When I was 
dancing on stage, I would constantly try to find 
creative means of diversifying my 
performance. This required that I search my 
own mind for what I found appealing. I also felt 
that I needed to prove a point, that one can 
express themselves sexually without being a 
“slut" or a “tramp”. One of the means of 
controlling women has traditionally been the 
virgin/whore complex. Under this notion, good 
girls are pure and purity equals being non- 
sexual. If you enjoy sex, you’re a “bad girl”, a 
girl no self-respecting man would love. It 
teaches women to be ashamed of their bodies, 
to never initiate sexually and to be tied to her 
male lover. They condemn sex workers as, at 
worst, “selling out to the patriarchy” and at 
best being naive victims, too stupid or too 
conditioned to understand their “exploitation”. 

Another thing that dancing did was help me 
understand my bisexuality. I have tangled 
immensely with the “which side of the fence 
are you on?" mindset. I do not consider 
sexuality to be a fence or a line or anything but 
who you love and/or desire. There is, again, the 
stigma of slutdom on bisexuals. The 
assumption that bisexuals can’t be 
monogamous has led me to be monogamous to 
refute that, even when it may not have been the 
best situation for me. Now, I’m romantic in 
spite of myself and part of me finds a lasting 
love affair fairly appealing. Still, I’m at the 
point in my life where I take no stand on 
monogamy. It can be a very empowering thing 
for women to assert non-monogamy. There are 
many arguments for and against monogamy, 
both of which seem based on an ideal that 
seldom works out that way. It makes more 
sense than rather take an official stand on it, 
to judge on a case by case basis. Our lives 
aren’t neatly fixed or predictable; what we 
want will varv as will the form of the 


that for sex to have any emotions involved it 
must be monogamous. I see no reason why 
friends can’t be sexual with each other without 
it changing their relationship. It ought to 
deepen, but not necessarily restructure their 
interactions. If a couple decides that they only 
want to be intimate with each other that’s 
great, but should one or both have other 
lovers, it need not cheapen what they share. 
The key factor here is honesty. A lot of 
vulnerable emotions can arise when sex is 
involved and it is crucial that there be no 
manipulations or dishonesty in the interactions. 

For me, physical and emotional attraction 
are extremely blurred, intertwined, forming a 
web of feelings and desire. I see sexual 
friendships as an ideal. While I wouldn’t want 
to be sexual with all my friends, there are 
going to be certain ones with whom being 
sexual is the deepest expression of affection 
between us. 

In short, the most liberating thing that 
women can do for themselves is to each look 
within and find what they truly want and 
proceed from there.

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Since the last issue of Slingshot, the 
Critical Mass bike ride has gone through quite 
a lot. For those not already familiar with the 
ride and what it is: the Critical Mass is a 
monthly group bike ride in which bicyclists 
meet and bike around town together in a big 
parade. It is a slow, social ride, not a race -- i.e. 
no macho stuff. No one is in charge, there is no 
formal organization. All decisions are made by 
"Xerocracy". Anyone with any ideas is free to 
make and circulate whatever flyers they wish 
to other cyclists and passers-by. The ride 
started a year ago in San Francisco, spread to 
Berkeley soon thereafter, and can now be 
found in New York City, Boston, Montreal, 
Portland, Sacramento, Santa Cruz, and even 
Poznan, Poland! Start your own ride! 

All the rides have been growing. The San 
Francisco ride had over 700 participants last 
month for their 1st anniversary ride. In the 
East Bay, we drew well over 200 for the first 
time on our last ride. 

On the July 9 East Bay ride, after we had 
already biked about 10 miles, we sort of ended 
up heading on the Interstate with about 100 
bikes! We took over all 4 lanes for almost two 
miles, and then while waiting on the University 
Ave. overpass, 63 of us were arrested by 


Berkeley police after they blocked off both 
ends of the overpass. Cyclists were violently 
pulled from their bikes, cuffed, and some were 
beaten by police who proceeded to impound all 
of our bicycles without giving any of us 
receipts for them! The police then proceeded 
to "lose" about a dozen of these bikes, forcing 
their owners to file claims for them. Talk 
about a bureaucratic nightmare! 12 of the 
cyclists are still facing bogus charges ranging 
from "Unlawful Assembly" to "Felony Assault 
with a deadly weapon", that weapon being - a 
bicycle! 

We have had 2 East Bay rides since the one 
with arrests, and both have been very 
peaceful. The Xerocracy seems to be really 
kicking in, as more and more cyclists are making 
and passing out literature. Our last ride also 
included a lemonade pit- stop at the Auto Club 
office and a Food not Bombs serving at the 
end.

FCC SENDS 20 SF COPS FOR BROADCASTER'S I.D.

At approximately 9:30 PM on Wednesday, September 22, Richard Edmondson was approached 
by David Doon who asked for identification. After refusing to produce identification and answer any 
questions, Richard drove away and was stopped on Webster Street by SF police officers who 
blocked off the entire northbound lane of the street with 8 vehicles. A confused scene ensued 
wherein the police officers had virtually no idea of what was going on or why such massive backup 
had been called. Richard was ordered to get out of his vehicle with his hands up and in clear sight by 
obviously agitated SF police, who subsequently handcuffed him. 

SF police officers were heard to ask "who is this guy?" and "what do we have him for?" - for 
several minutes these questions went unanswered. By the time the FCC agent arrived to examine 
Richard's ID, there were at least 20 SF police officers on the scene. After learning what was going 
on, some of the officers were clearly exasperated at having their time wasted by this FCC agent. A 
few were amused and asked for information regarding San Francisco Liberation Radio's frequency 
and broadcast schedule. After Richard's ID was verified, he was released without any further 
consequences by the SF police.

The Infoshop is an anti-profit political 
project which means there are no paid staff, no 
bosses and no owners.

This October, 1993, marks one year that 
the Epicenter Switchboard has been 
developing as the Bay Area’s Do-It-Yourself 
free information phone line. We list -via our 
Filemaker Pro computer database- a vast 
array of social services, political and activist 
groups, events and culture (counter), visitor 
assistance, education, food, etc., and we:

Montreal 

During the week of September 21, Montreal 
hosted the Metropolis conference, a meeting of 
urban government officials from around the world, 
including a three-man delegation from France’s 
National Front (NF—the neo-nazi group headed 
by Jean Marie Le Pen).

REVOLT

The second action was to blockade the factory. 
All workers barricaded themselves themselves 
inside and many began fires with small quantities 
of phosphorous and other flammable materials. 
The fire brigade tried many times to enter the 
building but the workers refused to let them 
inside. 

For one week, the workers remained inside. 
The “WORKERS MEETING” organized a gen¬ 
eral strike in the city and 10,000 people partici¬ 
pated in a demonstration of solidarity. The city is 
actually filled with cops but the factory, the train 
station and the highway remains occupied. 

The union asked the workers to stay “calm” 
while they try to arrive at a “political solution”. The 
workers have refused to negotiate with the union 
leaders until they can speak directly with the 
Minister of Industry in Rome.

This coal is closest to the surface making it cheaper to mine and closest to LA making it 
cheapest to ship, but Peabody says it has no interest in mining coal at Big Mountain. Ports in LA are 
being improved for shipments to Japan (Mitsubishi has contracts to make steel for auto bodies). The 
present open pit mines seem to be inching toward Big Mountain. The traditional Dine will not leave 
the sage, juniper, and cedar and their traditional way of life, the heart of the Dine.

LEONARD PELTIER UPDATE 

Leonard Peltier is a Chippewa/Lakota American Indian Movement (Al M) activist who was framed on 
murder charges in the deaths of two FBI agents on the Pine Ridge Oglala Lakota Reservation in South 
Dakota on July 26,1975. 

The attack on the Al M camp that day was a planned action by the federal government to suppress Al M 
and the Traditional Oglala People, who they viewed as the only opposition to theirplans to steal more Indian 
land to be exploited for uranium. 

Leonard has spent over seventeen years incarcerated for a crime he did not commit. Evidence was 
fabricated, witnesses coerced, and evidence of his innocence withheld. The prosecuting attorney has 
admitted three times in a court of law “we don’t know who killed those agents". Yet there seems to be little 
hope for justice. On July 7,1993 the Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals once again rejected Leonard’s claims, 
not because they were invalid, but because they were not filed in a timely fashion. 

Plans for a November march on Washington have been postponed till the spring if it is still necessary. 
There is a possibility he may be paroled in eariy December but barring that executive clemency seems to 
be one of the only options left. A campaign of letters, phone and fax is planned for the Whitenouse between 
Nov., 21 and Dec. 24,1993 supporting Leonard for executive clemency: President Clinton, Whitehouse, 
1600 Pennsylvania Ave.Washington DC 20500.

For two years Earth First! has been conducting a very intense and gutsy campaign in 
Idaho to protect the Cove/Mallard roadless area, a part of the largest unroaded wilder¬ 
ness in the lower 48 states. 

This summer there were continuous actions in an attempt to stop road building. 
Dozens were arrested for blocking roads (through a variety of tactics: sitting in 
tripods, burying themselves in the road, locking their necks to heavy equipment or just 
sitting in the road) or for “trespassing" in the “closure" areas around the timber sales. 

Many more were not arrested who almost daily built barricades, dug trenches and dis¬ 
abled forest service vehicles along the Noble and Grouse roads. A bulldozer was 
wrecked, a rock crusher torched, and wild-eyed camo-clad crazies launched daylight at¬ 
tacks on vehicles traveling the roads. 

The Feds claimed to have found spiked trees (a charge which appears to be fabri¬ 
cated) and which was their excuse for a dawn raid by 40 armed agents upon the base 
camp. They have also announced the formation of a Grand Jury, with subpoenas and in¬ 
dictments of activists to follow. There has been a SLAPP suit filed by the road building 
contractors for $300,000 in damages, with everyone and their grandmother named on 
the suit. There have also been several acts of violence against activists from a hostile lo¬ 
cal community — which has been whipped into a frenzy by Forest Service lies and misin¬ 
formation — including shots fired and several people beaten. 

As winter comes to Idaho, the base camp has been shut down by the Health 
Department although many activists are staying while awaiting trial for charges incurred 
during the summer. Some activists are currently doing time. Both Noble and Grouse 
roads are completed, and loggers are expected to be in the woods felling trees this win¬ 
ter in preparation for hauling dead trees out in the spring. 

The summer actions have definitely focused attention on the destruction of one of the 
wildest least spoiled areas on the continent. Unfortunately, the pace of destruction has 
only been slowed, not stopped, and many courageous activists are facing jail time and 
fines. Additionally, one group of activists who already spent 18 days in jail this summer 
for blocking Noble road are stuck waiting for trial with no support, no money and no 
place to live.

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Clayoquot Sound on Vancouver Island is the 
only remaining tract of temperate rainforest 
large enough to sustain its bio-diversity left in 
the world. The British Columbian government, 
after buying $50 million of stock (with public 
money!) in Macmillan Bloedel logging company, 
has opened up this treasure for logging. It’s 
been a story of corruption and deceit; with 
Macmillan Bloedel ignoring two years of 
lengthy negotiations, a Premier elected on an 
environmental platform selling out, 14 new 
clearcut permits making a joke of claims of 
sustainable logging and the government 
spending 1.5 million (half public money) for a 
propaganda campaign to gloss it over.

The camp had an information 
center, guidelines for participation in actions, 
a large well run camp kitchen and about 200 
participants. Meetings were held daily by con¬ 
sensus to plan blockades of tmcks building the 
logging roads., Each morning the camp awoke 
at 3:45 a.m., piled into carpools and assembled 
on a dirt road deep in the wilderness to await 
the trucks and mounties. 


The actions were getting a fair amount of 
positive press and were attracting common 
working people to participate in the blockades. 
I saw one man who came with his whole family to 
witness his arrest. The organizers, Friends of 
Clayoquot Sound, a group that formed 15 
years ago in response to logging threats, have 
structured the camp and daily blockades to 
encourage all kinds of people to participate, 
not just typical hardcore environmental ac¬ 
tivists. They require blockade participants to 
attend civil disobedience training as well as 
daily consensus meetings. Those expecting to 
be arrested are encouraged to announce their 
intentions at evening post-dinner meetings so 
they can plan the action and prepare for the 
consequences.

They 
expected me to go down, to acquiesce and 
give up the struggle at that time but I could see 
more clearly who my enemy was, and who my 
people’s enemies are, with one eye than I 
could with two. 

As a result of that incident, two officers were fired and I had 
a big settlement. Several officers got a number of days off. The 
community rallied around me because of the work I had been 
doing around police abuse. Had it been just another brother off 
the block, he probably would have gotten beaten up, blinded 
and jailed. The only “settlement” would have been “settling” for 
two years’ jail time instead of, say, ten. If Rodney King hadn’t 
been videotaped, he would have been just another statistic, with 
no particular notice paid in the media or elsewhere. 

I think that community control of police is mandatory. If the 
community understands this demand, then we will be able to 
confront the system collectively. If we do it individually, we’re in 
trouble, we won’t make it. We need a civilian police review 
board. We can’t have a system in which the police have power 
OVER the community. We need an independent oversight 
body, with independent investigators and subpoena power. We 
cannot rely on police to police themselves. We need to know 
what officers are doing outside of the public eye, things they are 
covering up. We need independent prosecutors. We cannot 
rely on the district attorney or the city attorney who has a 
“sweetheart” relationship with the police to prosecute the same 
police who thev work with in other cases. 


We need a “Whistleblowers” Protection clause so that po¬ 
lice officers who are serious about fighting police abuse are 
protected. There were 21 officers at the Rodney King beating. 
Some of them would have said something if they had the pro¬ 
tection. We need a body that is independently elected and has 
the power to fire police. This body should be able to change the 
policies that are creating the oppressive conditions under which 
we live. We can get rid of police hollow-point bullets and of 
dogs that are trained to attack people, for example. 

We have a Gang Truce going here, right out of South 
Central Los Angeles. It’s not only a truce between gangs, it is a 
program for community-based reconstruction and development. 
The police are not welcoming it. The Establishment has not 
embraced it. The Gang Truce came about even before the up¬ 
rising, following the acquittal of the four police officers in the 
beating of Rodney King. Oh, yeah. We don’t call it a “riot”. You 
have a “riot” at a football game when you lose. This was a re¬ 
bellion, people speaking out against a whole series of injustices 
that have continued since the Watts uprising in 1965. 


As far as the Truce is concerned, we have made a lot of 
progress.

These conditions didn’t happen overnight and they won’t end 
overnight. We all have something to learn, something to do, 
something to share with each other in seeing to it that justice for 
all is served. Otherwise, there indeed will be no peace, nor 
should there be. And we are all responsible.

When I chose boots instead of a car in 1972, 
it made a difference. I could stop and smell 
flowers, touch leaves, or stare into a tree. I 
could write or read as I walked. I moved at the 
pace of nature. I became aware of car 
exhaust, motor sounds , and asbestos at nose 
level of small children in poor city areas. I 
didn’t think about car insurance, parking 
meters, traffic cops, gas prices, car repairs, car 
mechanics, buying a car, selling a car, moving 
violations, parking tickets, renewing my 
license, having to have a picture ID. I rarely 
experience traffic jams, rarely rode on 
freeways, rarely felt the mechanized rhythms 
df internal combustion surrounding and 
permeating my body physically. I withdrew 
from primary participation in a need for oil and 
its complicity with wars for oil control. I needed 
less steel in my life. 

Although I rarely got out to the “country” or 
saw other places, I learned about growing 
community. I stayed in touch with the nature 
imprisoned like myself in the city, and kept 
close to the earth, though separated from it by 
cement and asphalt and the rectangularly of 
windows, roads, and buildings. Now I find I 
need to walk to stay connected to the earth 
and continue a presence beneath the 
desperate mentalities surrounding me driven 
by schedules and their mechanical 
fulfillments. In the cities and in our cars we 
have forgotten we are simply nature. 


ANIMAL LIBERATION NEWS 


In eastern Tennessee, a county stockyard was 
burned to the ground by the Animal Liberation 
Front in July. The remains of the structure 
and a computer room were razed, and damage 
was estimated at $100,000. Arson attacks on 
the meat industry have also been reported in 
Wisconsin and lower level attacks on animal 
killers have been reported in several states 
this year. 

This summer, the federal grand jury in 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, charged Native 
American Rod Coronado in absentia with 
several counts stemming from a February 
1992 ALF raid on Michigan State University's 
fur faim research program. Coronado, an ALF 
spokesperson, has eluded capture by federal 
agents since May 1992. 

The Animal Liberation Front consists of 
non-centralized units which seek to save 
animals by directly liberating them from 
abusive conditions or by destroying the 
property of animal abusers. ALF units are 
small groups of friends who trust one another 
and work in secrecy. They carry out direct 
action using methods which range from glueing 
locks and painting slogans to burning meat 
vans and buildings and liberating animals from 



slaughterhouses, fur farms, and labs.

Politics as a Social Disease 

How does loneliness fit in with the social- 
change movements of our time-the Left, 
feminism, and gay activism?

Although the big 
slogan of these movements is “the personal is 
political,” the most personal part of everyone’s 
life, the isolation he or she feels during every 
day, gets ignored. It’s overlooked because 
these ideologies, like all ideologies, are 
moralistic belief systems: sone group is always 
right and another is always wrong. Because 
(onlines isn’t anybody’s fault—there are no 
villians and victims—it’s seen as an individual 
problem. (Although the more advanced 
ideologues, who see it as a widespread 
problem, mumble vaguely about “the alienation 
inherent in capitalist society.’’) And if there’s 
no one to blame, there’s no one to “support’’ by 
propagandizing them into resenting their 
“oppressors."

Specifically this meant uniting around 
opposition to two huge telescopes being built 
on top of the mountain, a joint project of the 
University of Arizona and the Vatican (they 
want to try and see God, no joke). 

Worth mention was a strong anarchist 
presence at the gathering including a whole 
camping area, the “No Borders” camp. In 
addition, two of the four people chosen to edit 
the Earth First! Journal this year identify with 
the anarchist milieu. 

The gathering was very well organized by 
Arizona Earth First!, with a loose and 
participatory structure. There were general 
meetings every morning at 9 A.M. and then the 
rest of the day was open to whoever wanted to 
sign up to do workshops. There were 
workshops on a broad array of subjects. The 
Earth First! movement appears to be growing, 
broadening its scope, and becoming 
increasingly militant, at least in spirit, as 
evidenced by the new slew of rowdy ecotage 


folksongs sung around many of the nightly 
campfires. 

The push towards Native American 
solidarity is hopefully a sign that Earth First! 
is moving away from the ‘save the wilderness 
for white people’ camp, though continued 
harping on the “over-population problem” with 
its racist, classist and nationalist overtones 
was still disturbingly present. The movement 
remains predominantly middle-class, single 
issue, and deep ecology continues to be the 
dominant political tendency. However, there is 
a growing anarchist influence, mostly of young 
people who won’t be going away anytime soon. 

Highlights of the week: the harmonious 
community of people that was created in the 
context of nature; the unChristian-like nature 
of the big fire circles where many of the 
revelers had a hard time keeping their clothes 

on once the drum rhythms picked up; and the 
action at the University of Arizona the day 
after the gathering which brought the 
administration building to a standstill with the 
combination of an Earth First! style occupation 
and clamp down inside the building and 
anarchist anti-police chaos outside the 
building. 

The Earth First! Journal has moved its 
headquarters to Eugene, Oregon this year. 
And be sure to make it to next years’ 
Rendezvous in the southern Appalachians of 
Tennessee. The decentralized nature of this 
movement continues to be impressive.

Detroit FROM THE GROUND UP!” Like any 
movement, ours is full of contradictions; 
however, I feel that is wrong to throw in the 
towel and give up and become cynical. This has 
been a growing experience. 

Former gang members from Fresno, 
California, who have suivival skills that I hope 
to never have, have taught me to be more open 
minded. Their experiences in Detroit have 
brought home the stark reality of the inner 
city and what we will all be facing in the 21st 
century. As a youth from Santa Cruz, I came 
to Detroit Summer to challenge others as well 
as to be challenged myself. We had a meeting 
where we tried to define our group process. 
This was difficult. A few proposed real 
consensus as a means of radical democracy in 
action, which had worked for the more 
homogenous groups I have been involved with 
that have a clearer focus. It came out in the 
meeting that Detroit Summer people are 
coming from all different experiences in 
communication, from New England style town 
halls to the informal consensus we were 
working with, so a few new people got exposed 
to the ideas behind working with a radical 
democratic style of self-governing through 
consensus. 

Had I simply written off Detroit 
Summer as just another Peace Corps venture, 


then my influence would have been nil. Detroit 
Summer is a part of a growing movement to 
grapple with the issues we are confronted 
with today. Questions on how to start 
resolving racism, sexism, homophobia, classism 
and de-urbanization are being looked at in a 
new light by young people who aren’t jaded 
with the dogmatics of ideology. Creating a new 
and radical movement for social and ecological 
justice within the inner city has proved a very 
fruitful experiment. We are literally planting 
the seeds for a new economy with our 
neighborhood community gardens, 
greenhouses, rehabbed houses, murals and 
other art projects as we struggle through 
some of Jhe groundwork. Detroit Summer’s 

office is located in the Cass Corridor, where 
prostitutes and the homeless are dumped off 
from the surrounding areas. 

One Friday night a large tree was 
knocked down by a tornado and a live wire 
caught a roof on fire as we sat on the porch 
waiting for the fire department for an hour. 
Many different races, young and old, gay and 
straight, socialist and anarchist, we used this 
time to synchronize our visions. We’re now 
planning to fix up a huge abandoned building in 
the Cass Corridor to use as a community 
center, with solar power, a printing press, art 
studio, gallery, cooperative living, pirate radio, 
greenhouse, and free garden in place of the 
existing vacant lot. After Detroit Summer ‘94 
gets this base of operations set up, we’ll help 
others do the same with other buildings and 
open spaces. We need to put ideologies aside 
and unite to make our immediate surroundings

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The San Francisco ‘Food 
Not Bombs’ Story 


Before San Francisco 

The first Food Not Bombs collective was 
started in Cambridge in 1981 by members of 
the Clamshell Alliance, organizers of mass 
actions against nuclear energy in New England. 
The collective revolved around four dogs, 
Jasmine, Arrow, Sage, and Yoda, along with 
Jasmine’s three puppies, and collective 
members planned actions while walking the 
dogs. While serving free food to the hungry, 
they organized demonstrations around 
gentrification, nuclear weapons, and 
intervention in Central America. 

Through the 1980s, as the group became 
stronger, Food Not Bombs provided logistical 
support to demonstrations across the country. 
As over one million people gathered in New 
York for the International March for Nuclear 
Disarmament, Food Not Bombs provided food 
to many demonstrators. Food Not Bombs 
consistently supported demonstrations at the 
Nevada Test Site, networking with like-minded 
activists from throughout the country and the 
world. 

Golden Gate Park 

By 1988, Food Not Bombs groups were 
started in San Francisco and Washington DC 
as well as Boston. The San Francisco group 
served food at Golden Gate Park every 
Monday starting in May. 

In August, 1988, police started arresting 
those serving in Golden Gate Park. By Labor 
Day, 700 people assembled to protest the 
arrests, and 54 people were arrested. Faced 
with worldwide news coverage and public 
condemnation, San Francisco Mayor Art Agnos 
called a temporary moratorium on arrests of 
food servers. 

Civic Center 

In the summer of 1989, as part of a 
nationwide campaign of ‘tent cities,” a large 
encampment was established in Civic Center 


Plaza, across from City Hall. As police sought 
to brutally repress the encampment, Food Not 
Bombs began to support the tent city by 
serving meals in Civic Center. 

On July 13, 1989, 3 people were arrested 
for serving food in Civic Center. The following 
day a large demonstration was held at which 9 
more people were arrested, mostly for serving 
food. 

Food Not Bombs continued for months to 
serve dinner after nightfall in Civic Center. In 
January, 1990, Food Not Bombs decided to 
assert its right to public food distribution 
more firmly by serving lunch every Tuesday in 
Civic Center. Volunteers were arrested each 
week until in Febuary, the City of San 
Francisco allowed Park and Health permits to 
be issued to Food Not Bombs. 

In June, Mayor Agnos announced that be 
would “solve” the homeless problem. While 
opening a multi-service center with 200 beds 
(San Francisco has 5000-10,000 homeless 
persons), Agnos ordered the clearing of the 
Civic Center encampment. While hundreds left 
Civic Center before the deadline, police 
arriving on the morning of July 6,1990 evicted 
about 80 people and their belongings. 

After the Fall 

The homeless problem “solved," the city 
revoked peimits for Food Not Bombs, claiming 
that food service was inappropriate and no 
longer necessary in city parks. Food Not 
Bombs continued to serve, however. During the 
Gulf War, Food Not Bombs established a 24 
hour vigil in Civic Center, and service was 
permanently expanded to include lunch every 
day as well as dinner. Also in the period from 
1991-1992, Food Not Bombs groups started 
all over California. Arrests of Food Not Bombs 
members have been sporadic and rare since 
then, until the current crackdown.

Micro-power FM radio stations have joined in 
the action by airing calls for action and 
providing uncensored information on the 
publics view of the war against the poor. The 
shows have been unlike anything on FM radio. 
The music is hot and the segues keep the 
listener tuned in. The shows include frequent 
announcements of future Food Not Bombs 
events. The Food Not Bombs Radio Network 
ran a special October program on fascism 
which aired on several micro-power stations, 
six high powered FM stations and on Peace 
Radio Internationals short wave which is heard 
in over 60 countries. 

On Wednesday, October 27,1993 Food Not 
Bombs plans another rally at City Hall at noon. 
Everyone is invited to risk arrest serving free 
food in their Halloween costume. This protest 
should be fun.

funded groups of the tar right who are 
attacking immigrants, people of color, welfare 
recipients and, by extension, any other 
vulnerable community. 

Even groups and individuals considered 
vaguely progressive such as the Sierra Club, 
Barbara Boxer, Dianne Feinstein are 
opportunistically cultivating xenophobia and by 
doing so providing great legitimacy to 
scapegoating. In many ways the alliance of 
vigilante groups with liberals and traditional 
rightists mirrors the movement towards 
Fascism in Europe where the symbiotic 
relationship between these groups brought 
about the contemporary situation of violence 
and hatred. 

Usually immigration is seen as the result of 
poverty or war, but there is often little 
understanding beyond that. What is seldom 
recognized is that what causes the poverty in 
the Third World is also what causes poverty 
here. Both proponents and opponents of 
NAFTA argue that the treaty will move jobs to 
Mexico. But what employment is created in 
Mexico will be far offset by livelihoods 
disrupted/destroyed in traditional economic 
sectors. Transnational agribusiness may take 
with it a limited number of jobs but there will be 
hundre ds of thousand s of small and medium 
sized producers who will be pushed off their 
ejidos and small farms. The same scenario 
applies to manufacturing, retail, secondary 
industry, etc. All of which is desirable for 
Transnational capital. There is no point in 
moving plants to areas with high employment 
rates. Who would take jobs at a dollar a day? 

And what jobs will be available to the 
unemployed here in the US? The statistics are 
unequivocal. Low wage, low skilled, labor 
intensive and service sector jobs. Jobs 
perfectly suited to, and often intended for, 
immigrants, documented and undocumented, 
who usually speak little English, are 
considered less likely to organize and will 
accept low wages because of the debts 


incurred in migrating and the remittances 
needed to support those who can no longer 
make a living in the home country. 

There is definitely a pull, then, which the 
rapidly polarizing US economy exerts upon 
people displaced in the Third World by capital 
migration. So the real problem for people 
everywhere including the US is not human 
migration but the capital migration which 
causes it. 

With capital being evermore transnational in 
character (in the early 1980s intrafirm trade 
within the largest 350 transnationals accounted 
for 40 percent of global trade) it is increasingly 
able to demand and gain concessions from 
government at Federal, state and local levels. 
This is accomplished by threatening to 
relocate. Historically those concessions have 
taken the form of lower-taxes, de-regulation, 
greater security, etc. Coupled with reduced 
Federal Funding for social programs through 
the Carter/Reagan/Bush years, the diminished 
state and local tax base has translated into the 
annual budget crisis we are all so familiar with 
and which are resolved by decimating 
education, healthcare, homeless assistance, 
welfare and by funding jails and police. 

So rather than place responsibility where it 
belongs, society is being encouraged to blame 
those who cannot defend themselves easily. 
And by bashing entirely the wrong people, 
society contributes to the disappearance of the 
services which it needs to survive. 

As anarchists opposed to the state and its 
paternalistic welfare programs these are times 
to organize, to establish alternatives. 
Community gardens, literacy classes, technical 
classes, health clinics, squats, community food 
programs. But to do that we’ll have to break 
from our isolation, look at our knee jerk fuck 
shit up attitudes, work in coalition, go door to 
door.

FIGHTING BAD HISTORY 

I thought that "Fighting White Supremacy" by 
Sharon Martinez in Slingshot's Summer issue 
made good points about the way the ruling elite 
uses racial/ethnic divisions to screw the rest of us, 
no matter what color, and perpetuate its own rule. 
But this was in distinct contrast to the bad history 
which came early in the piece. 

The author asserted that European capitalism 
was built up essentially on the theft of precious 
metals and land from the indigenous inhabitants of 
this hemisphere and the enslavement of Africans. 
While these were factors, they were by no means 
the only ones, or even the most important. It was 
far more a case of a system developing via its 
internal dynamic. This was the forceful 
displacement of Europe's peasants from the land. 
In Britain, this process took the form of 
"enclosure", the seizure of common land 
belonging to no one/everyone. Elsewhere in 
Europe, as well as Britain, small plots owned by 
peasants were likewise taken over by the owners 
of big estates. All this was done with the open aid 
of the state. The main result was the expulsion of 
most of the rural inhabitants from their traditional 


homes, on which they had lived in essential self- 
sufficiency. This displacement went on for 
several centuries, starting in the 15th , and 
peaking in the 16th and 17th centuries, continuing 
till the 19th in Britain and the Low Countries. 
Involuntary displacement from the land, primarily 
via economic means, is still going on in Southern 
and Eastern Europe. Over the centuries, millions 
have been killed in this process, be it via 
executions during evictions, or starvation, 
disease, etc. in the aftermath. , 

Most of those displaced crowded into towns. 
There, many of them attempted to get by via 
begging and other marginal activity. This was 
made impossible via the imposition of new laws 
such as vagrancy. Those forcibly urbanized thus 
had to get jobs in order to survive, which 
eventually fitted perfectly with the growing need 
for wage workers in the newly-created factories 
starting in the 18th century. They worked long 
hours just to (barely) survive, while the owners of 
the factories got rich off the products of their 
labor. This is what lies at the nucleus of European 
capitalism. 

By the 17th century, the system did require 
globalization to continue its growth. Private 
property relations were imposed on other 
continents. The theft of resources and land and 
the enslavement of peoples fed into the already 
proceeding process in Europe so as to generate 
modern industrial capitalism. It is all still going on 
today, be it in the depopulation of the West 
African countryside or the gentrification of urban 
centers in Europe and North America. 

Martinez follows her take on European history 
with the assertion that the U.S. was the "first 
capitalist system created from scratch entirely 
from the theft of land of Native Americans and the 
enslaved labor of Africans." Once again, not 
supportable by the evidence. Money made via 
the capital accumulation process in Europe was 
instrumental in the development of the U.S. well 
into the 19th century. For example, much of the 
railroad building which "opened" the West was 
financed by British and French investors. The 
factors mentioned by Martinez certainly played 
an important part. But so did the exploitation of 
European immigrants, many of whom were initially 
virtual slaves (indentured servants), one of the 
reasons they often ran away from the European 
colonies and joined the indigenous peoples (as did 
many slaves). The Dismal Swamp community and 


its fight against the mainstream colonial society is 
one notable case. 

This exploitation has continued. Martinez talks 
about the opening of America to "millions of 
Europeans who came seeking life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness." I wish she was trying to be 
ironic, but i failed to detect such an attitude. In 
reality, most of those immigrants were people 
displaced by the ongoing land thefts. Perhaps 
they came to the States with high hopes, but 
usually the reality was factory wage slavery, 
which can be even worse than open slavery in 
some ways. A slave is the property of a master, 
who thus must keep the slave alive or lose the

Today, most European-Americans are not 
members of the ruling elite. The average white 
may have it statistically better than the average 
African-American or Latino. But that's precisely 
part of the divide-and-rule strategy. 

Martinez also makes it seem as if the U.S. 
alone is responsible for spreading capitalism 
around the world. Little is mentioned about the 
role of Japanese capitalism in spreading the 
world market to Asia, or the continued role of the. 
original capitalist European home base in all 
continents. She also conveniently leaves out the 
major role played by African chiefs and Arab 
merchants in the slave trade, and the complicity 
of some Native American tribes in aiding the 
subjugation of their kinfolks. 

In fact, she only vaguely alludes to the need to 
terminate the global rule of capital, and instead 
focuses on the "need to rectify the injustice of 
white supremacy." Seems to me she's more 
interested in guilt-tripping than in building bridges 
and bringing out the truth, which does includes 
frequent complicity by European-Americans in 
systemic racism. We should've learned from the 
past that guilt is a bad way to bring people over 
to awareness and action. It's much more 
effective to shed light on our common situation 
and everyone's stake in a new society.
